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SEASONAL UNEMPLOYMENT IN BUILDING 


of Manchester is to be congratulated upon its 

enterprise in collecting valuable statistics and 

presenting them in a constructive order for 
students of social history and conditions. Without 
the evidence of facts, theory may be harmful and mis- 
leading, and Mr. Christopher Saunders, to whom the 
Research Section entrusted the difficult task of dis- 
entangling the confused issues of seasonal unemploy- 
ment, has attacked the problem with energy and 
discretion in a book, just published, entitled ‘‘ Seasonal 
Variations in Employment.’’* The problem is one that 
cannot be short-circuited by a hasty reference to 
figures of unemployment. As the author points out, 
“The existence of unemployment does not present a 
homogeneous problem to which a single explanation can 
be given or a single problem found .. . there is un- 
employment due to secular movements; that is, to 
long-term changes in the economic structure of the 
world or of a single community ; we may instance the 
changes which have led to the decline in the exports of 
British cotton goods and coal or to the reduction in the 
demand for carriages. ... There is unemployment 
due to the cyclical fluctuations in business activity, for 
example to the recession in almost all industries in 
Great Britain from 1929 to 1932. There is unemploy- 
ment due to seasonal fluctuations every year, for 
instance to the winter slackness in the building trade.” 

The object of the book, therefore, is to isolate the 
seasonal element from other factors and to examine 
whether the resultant unemployment in any particular 
trade could be reduced. The building trade unfor- 
tunately offers a regular and instructive example of 
seasonal activity and decline, and those concerned with 
its operation and control must welcome any data or 
suggestions which might result in more equalised con- 
ditions of labour. The author stresses the undeniable 
truth that irregularity of employment in highly-skilled 
crafts means higher wages while the work lasts and 
therefore higher costs. Greater regularity in employ- 
ment means lower building costs, to the advantage of 
contractor, worker, and public alike. In some industries 
seasonal variations are due to external social influences ; 
these affect building for irregular periods, but the domi- 
nating factor is the weather, with the unfavourable con- 
ditions of short winter days. Firms are generally small 
and the work done by each is constantly varying, 
resulting in irregular and casual employment. In spite 
of this the effect on costs is less marked in building than 
in most seasonal trades because the amount of fixed 
capital employed is comparatively small. Fluctuations, 
therefore, do not “freeze up” reserves of partially 
unused plant and corresponding fixed capital. At the 
same time the limited proportion of fixed capital 
enables a number of small employers to enter the trade, 
which increases irregularity in employment. Fixed 
capital in the building trade is to be found in the actual 
producers of materials and accessories; hence irregu- 
larity in building activity affects the overhead costs of 
materials and intensifies not only building economics 
but the social aspects of housing. 

Employment in building is lowest in January, rising to 
the peak in May ; after a dip in July there is a secondary 
peak in August, and then a steady decline to January. 
In London (accounting for 20 per cent. of the total 
number insured in building), the August peak is higher 
than that in May. It is estimated that in the case of 
dwelling-houses the additional cost of winter building 
represents about 2 per cent. of the total cost. It is 
noteworthy that figures of employment necessarily 
Minimise the extent of seasonal irregularity, since no 
allowance is shown for overtime, and short spells of 
idleness (due often to bad weather) are not recorded.

Inasmuch as the greater part of building work has 
to be done on the site and in relation to a succession of 
other operations, little can be done in advance of 
demand. It is interesting, however, to learn that an 
increasing proportion of woodwork is now prepared 
beforehand on standardised lines; moreover, joiners 
working in a shop, and carpenters working in the con- 
structed building, no longer: belong to distinct trades 
but are classed together, and the same tendency is found 
in masonry. The increasing proportion of work that 
can be done away from the site has reduced the fluctua- 
tions among carpenters and masons without visibly 
affecting the general shape of the seasonal curve. Of 
all those concerned in the industry, painters suffer from 
greater irregularity of employment than any others. 
Apart from weather conditions, the trade has been 
flooded with little more than unskilled labourers whose 
presence is due to-the introduction of ready-mixed 
paints. Under “ other occupations” are a variety of 
craft and general labourers, attracting a drift of un- 
employed from other sources. It is perhaps not 
astonishing that the uncertainties of their trade have 
placed builders and builders’ merchants with farmers 
and grocers as the classes most liable to bankruptcy. 

In London there is a specialised Building Trades 
Exchange, assisted by a committee representing 
employers and. trade unions, and in some other areas 
the trade unions play an active part in placing crafts- 
men ; in small towns it is practicable to take on workers 
on the site. Undoubtedly there exists a prejudice on 
the part of employers and foremen against the use oi 
employment exchanges. Conservatism and a freer 
choice of selection both encourage the practice of 
voluntary application. 

Turning to suggestions for stabilisation: propaganda 
efforts have been made by the painting authorities 
through communications to the Press and other bodies, 
emphasising that lower prices and better workmanship 
are obtainable in the winter. There has been a good 
response from Government departments and _ local 
authorities, but so far ordinary householders have not 
been influenced. Such propaganda has been more 
widely spread in the United States and in Germany, 
where householders receive a subsidy for work executed 
in the winter. Some local authorities employ their own 
staffs for the maintenance and repairs of their own 
buildings. Long-term stable programmes of new con- 
struction assist stability and give scope for standardisa- 
tion. The suggestion that the manufacturers of 
materials and accessories should also allow a seasonal 
discount, if adopted, would go far to reduce the higher 
costs of winter building and equalise conditions. 

In England local building regulations still tend to 
cramp newer technical methods, but the national con- 
servatism and the existence of numerous small firms 
militate against standardisation and mass technique. 

As an alleviation for the hardship arising from un- 
employment, national insurance is only partly adequate, 
confined as it is to complete days out of work, and the 
suggestion of ‘“‘ wet time” insurance certainly deserves 
attention. Whilst there would appear to be no short 
cut to the solution of seasonal irregularity, the influence 
of standardisation and wide propaganda for winter 
work, coupled with seasonal discounts on a regular basis, 
appear to offer some prospect of relief in the near future. 
The problem of centralised organisation of the labour 
market is a wider and more distant remedy and it might 
prove to be more effective in theory than practice. 

In making the suggestions we have referred to, and 
in exposing the difficulties, the author of the book before 
us has shown a broad understanding of English tradition 
and character, and he does not seek to impose a 
mechanical concept on a structure of great human 
complexity. 











NOTES 


THE correspondence which 
has arisen on this subject, 
and the different points of 
view advanced, illustrate 
the difficulty of determin- 
ing what is the right course to follow 
in dealing with ancient, historic build- 
ings of architectural importance. 
Should the repairs be limited to what 
will preserve the building from further 
decay, or extended to complete restora- 
tion? In regard to this the differences 
would appear to be _ irreconcilable. 
And the view is held by some writers 
that in sacrificing the old associations 
connected with the Palace and by the 
erection of the buildings which have re- 
placed the old surroundings, violation 
has been done to associations that 
have up to now preserved the ancient 
and old-world character of the sur- 
roundings. Eltham Court was for 
nearly fifty years the home of Richard 
Bloxam, who was Taxing Master in 
Chancery at that time. He it was who 
put the old farm house into repair, 
making the necessary additions and 
alterations, as well as carrying out 
repairs to the old Palace itselfi—and 
during all those years what was 
necessary to retain the old building 
from further decay was undertaken by 
him. This should be remembered, as 
it bears very much on the issue as to 
whether the dwelling houses attached to 
the Palace were tumble-down cottages. 
Mr. Gilbert Ledward’s comments 
quoted in our last issue hardly meet 
the objections offered by Sir Herbert 
Baker on the course pursued, which 
were not whether the new building 
should have been in the style of the 
original edifice, but that their char- 
acter was unsuitable, and that the 
additions should have been as simple 
and unpretentious as possible.

without a character which preserved 
inviolate the associations of antiquity. 
Mr. Ledward tells us that veneration 
for the past can become unhealthy, 
which is quite true, but he would 
probably wish that changes should not 
be at the cost of what is more precious. 
And it is quite open to question 
whether the scale of building adopted 
for the new house is suitable for the 
private individual. This view is 
strengthened in recalling other in- 
stances of buildings in the country, 
which, so long as they retained the 
attachments and atmosphere that 
accorded with their time, were not 
injured by changes growing out of 
altered needs. In this connection, the 
thrusting of modern shop fronts of 
alien character into old buildings of 
traditional character in so many of our 
towns may be mentioned. This is not 
to suggest any criticism of the new 
buildings attached to the old Palace, 
but of their unsuitability to the site 
and to the atmosphere of tranquillity 
and of romance which gave it so great 
acharm. Nor do I suggest that a more 
suitable house, one of more architec- 
tural merit than the old one, was un- 
desirable. The three-gabled entrance 
front of Eltham-court before the change 
was, unfortunately, of  villa-dom 
identity, the simpler garden front being 
much better. Mr. Ledward tells us that 
the history of the world is the des- 
truction of one thing to make way for 
another. This may be either good or 
bad according to the worth or worthless- 
ness of the thing that is made way for. 
Nor are we at all sure that such a 
doctrine is one safe enough to follow 
at the present time without consider- 
able reservation. And, again, when

A PUBLIC protest against a 

Georgian proposal to demolish the 

Houses in whole of the present houses 

Hampstead. that align Haverstock Hill 


on its western side from 
Chalk Farm Station to Eton-road, 
“houses which are admirable 
examples of that very refined period 
of architecture that terminated the 
Georgian era,” has been made by a 
number of residents, of whom one is 
Professor 8. D. Adshead, F.R.I.B.A. 
A proposal is on hand to replace these 
houses with five blocks of flats, shops, 
and garages. Eight feet of land along 
Haverstock Hill is to be thrown into the 
road ; and the new building line is to 
be only 10 ft. behind the new road line. 
Along College-road the new building 
line is to be brought forward to about 
22 ft. from the road. A number of 
local bodies, including the Hampstead 
B.C., have protested against the pro- 
posal, and express the hope that the 
Governors of Eton College, the free- 
holders, will not acquiesce in the 
scheme. “In our opinion,” state the 
residents, ‘‘ the London County Council 
should insist upon a 50 ft. building line 
—the distance permitted by the Build- 
ing Act—without compensation, and 
the old building line should be retained 
along College-road. The present pro- 
posal, if agreed to by the London 
County Council, would mean the con- 
verting of one of the most charming 
exits from London into something that 
would have as arid and urban an 
appearance as Gower-street or the 
Vauxhall Bridge-road.... In our 
opinion only moderate-sized private 
houses are suitable on this site. Of 
flats there are already far too many in 
the borough. The public authority 
should have the more important trees

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forthwith registered for preservation. 
We consider that the safeguarding of a 
line of trees in this position is important 
to all who pass from London to Hamp- 
stead, and that this strip of verdure is 
a heritage to be handed on to posterity, 
to be dedicated to the public use as a 
small open space, if possible, in associa- 
tion with the Royal Memorial Scheme.” 
We heartily endorse this suggestion, 
and trust that the Eton authorities will 
fall in with the residents’ views. 


ACCORDING to correspon- 
dence in the daily press, 
artists are said to be 
having “a lean time,” 
there being little demand 
for pictures. If, however, they obtain 
the prices in most cases asked it would 
appear to be quite the contrary, even 
after allowing for the cost of materials, 
framing and gallery charges. For what 
is frequently offered the public, the 
prices in many cases are too high, if we 
consider the quality of the work. 
There may be a minority of art lovers 
who are able to pay high prices, but 
the majority are unable to do so. The 
general public do not understand and 
appreciate a good deal of the work 
exhibited to-day—and with reason 
where the work is “ impressionistic,” 
or where the method of painting is crude 
or coarse, and the paint heavily 
applied. Although the number of 
artists to-day has increased it is 
doubtful if the percentage of good 
artists is very high. One might say of 
most recent works of art that they are 
products of an age of experiment or 
“try outs,” though perhaps deliberate 
oddity and eccentricity, such as 
practised by the Surrealists and others, 
are intended to draw attention to, and 
obtain publicity for, the works.

The Advisory Council for the Depart- 
ment of Business Administration has 
recently been established to assist in 
maintaining the closest possible touch 
between training and current practice. 
Its membership includes business men 
who are prominent in many different 
fields of finance, industry and trade 
and who are united in the determination 
to develop the Department as a centre 
of business training for graduates of 
British Universities. The Council has 
behind it in its work also the Court of 
Governors of the London School of 
Economics, the chairman of which is 
Sir Josiah Stamp.

London Building Act (Amendment) Act, 
pan ae : 


The London County Council gives notice, in 
accordance with Section 8 (a) of this Act, 
that it proposes, not less than two months 
from the date of this notice, to make building 
by-laws under this Act, grouped as follows :— 

(1) Loading, (2) materials of construction, 
(3) foundations and sites, (4) walls and piers, 
(5) use of structural steel, (6) use of reinforced 
concrete, (7) construction of furnace chimney 
shafts, (8) miscellaneous, and (9) general. 

Any authority, body or person desirous of 
objecting to any proposed by-law may do so 
within six weeks after the publication of this 
notice (August 14) by a letter addressed to 
the Minister of Health, setting out the 
grounds on which objection is made. Copies 
of the proposed by-laws are deposited in the 
County Hall, S8.E.1, and are open to public 
inspection without payment. Copies may be 
purchased, price 6d., through any bookseller, 
or from Messrs. P. 8.

Registration of Title to Land. 

H.M. Land Registry have issued (H.M. 
Stationery Offices, Kingsway, and elsewhere, 
1s, net) under this title a publication giving 
details of the advantages of, and procedure 
to be followed in, the registration of title to 
land. ‘‘ The object,’’ it is stated, ‘‘is to 
simplify, cheapen and expedite the transfer 
of land. Its keynote is that the machinery 
for the purchase and sale of land is assimilated 
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to that of stocks and shares.’”’ The essential 
feature, we understand, is that by such 
registration the inconclusive and expensive 
procedure of repeated examination of title 
by private individuals is resolved for good 
and all by one final and authoritative ex- 
amination by the State. This publication 
should therefore be of interest to architects, 
surveyors, and all engaged in the transfer of 
land and real estate. 


Trading Estate, near Gateshead. 


A site of approximately 700 acres has been 
secured near Gateshead, North Durham, for 
development by the North-eastern Trading 
Estates, Ltd. The company’s capital is pro- 
vided from the Special Areas Fund, under 
conditions arranged by the Commissioner 
(Mr. Malcolm Stewart) with the board, the 
chairman of which is Colonel K. C. Apple- 
yard. The site lies immediately to the west 
of the London and North Eastern Railway’s 
main line at Low Fell Station, and close to 
the Great North-road, and further access to 
it will be provided by the development of 
arterial roads to the west and east. The 
nature of the land, it is stated, is eminently 
suitable for rapid economic development, and 
lends itself to layout on modern lines. The 
site will be developed by driving a 100-ft. 
road down the centre from north to south 
and a transversal road from east to west, 
joining Low Fell Station to the old coacn 
road. Parallel communicating roads _ will 
follow in due course. The intersection of the 
two main roads will provide an imposing 
centre, in which will be established the estate 
otfice, restaurant, banks, post office, and other 
service buildings. The advice of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects is being sought 
to ensure that layout and design of factories 
blend. in complete harmony.

Letter from C. Sweep (Town Planning

Dear Srme,—Your letter with reference to 

the above was placed before my Council at 
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The first is that provision be made for the 
widening of South-lane to a width of fifty feet, 
in connection with which the Council is pre- 
pared to treat with you. The suggestion will

return for the land dedicated by you. This 
you have already consented to give. It may 
be of interest to know, however, that in cases 
where owners refuse such arrangements 
the Council can compulsorily purchase the 
necessary land, and can then treat the road 
works as street works chargeable to the 
frontager, often at a cost greater than the 
valuation of the land. Generosity is thus en- 
couraged at the point of the revolver. 

The second condition established a build- 
ing line upon South-lane of 50 ft. from the 
ventre of the new street, which works out 
at an average of 50 ft. from the old boundary. 
This is an even more severe, building line than 
that previously demanded under by-laws, 
which matter, you will remember, was de- 
ferred, pending consideration under Town 
Planning, but it merely has the same effect, 
im this case, of preventing the extension of 
the lodges. 

The third condition is that no buildings 
shall be erected on a site of less than a 


‘ quarter of an acre. At first sight this seems 


to be another way of expressing a zoning of 
four houses to the acre with which my lay- 
vut easily conformed. Actually, however, 
some of the suggested house plots on the 
latter are considerably less than a quarter of 
an acre, and the effect of this condition will 
be to demand an entirely new layout. 

The fourth condition is that no buildings 
shall be erected on certain land not fit for 
building. This refers to the land on the 
south side of the new cut to the river, which 
you would not build upon in any case, though 
I had expected its area would be thrown in 
or zoning purposes 

I enclose herewith plan showing the area 
for new building, and the area excluded, in- 
cluding the sites of the existing buildings. 
Also shown is the widening and building line 
on South-lane (Fig. 7). 

There are actually 5} acres available for 
new houses. The loss of two houses is not

My client is not satisfied with the 
provision ‘‘ that the land shall be suitably 
fenced,’’ and requires this to be defined as 
follows: ‘“‘ with a dwarf wall 2 ft. high 
above ground in local stone bedded and 
jointed in gauged mortar, to a slight batter, 
and with a fence 4 ft. high thereon con- 
structed of 6 in. by 4 in. posts at 8 ft. centres, 
ex-4 in. by 4 in. triangular arris nails, 6in. 
by 14 in. saddle back capping, and covered 
with cleft oak palings on the outer side, all in 
English oak.’’

A RELIC OF VIKING 
SCULPTURE 


By CYRIL G. E. BUNT. 


In the village church of Thurlby, Lincoln- 
shire, there is a piece of carved stone, barely 
six inches square, the magic of which takes 
us back over a thousand years to the time 
when Athelstan was King of England. To 
find it we must enter the church, where, above 
the tower-arch, we shall see a triangular open- 
ing, originally a doorway giving access to 
the tower. We must climb a rather shaky 
ladder and then on one side of this doorway 
we shall discover the head of a veritable 
Viking carved in stone. It is much worn, but 
the drawing given on the facing page recovers 
a good deal of the original interest of this 
quaint example of Anglo-Saxon art. 

We all remember the Vikings from our 
schooldays—those hardy Norsemen who, over 
ten centuries ago, gave so much trouble to 
King Edward and afterwards to his son King 
Athelstan. This, however, would appear to 
be a memento of one who helped the latter 
king and afterwards settled down in England. 
When Athelstan the Victorious came to 
the throne, in the year 925, many dis- 
satisfied chiefs rebelled against him, think- 
ing # would be easy to regain from 
so young a ruler the lands their fore- 
fathers had lost. We are told in that 
ancient Saxon chronicle, Egil’s Saga, that 
Athelstan thereupon gathered a host and gave 
pay to both natives and foreigners, that they 
might help him. Among the latter were two 
brothers—the Egil of the Saga and Thorulf, 
both Vikings—who heard of this opportunity 
of getting rich while they were on an expedi- 
tion in Flanders marching towards Normandy 
and came to England with three hundred men. 
Athelstan received them gladly. 

The dissatisfied chiefs were defeated with 
great losses at the Battle of Brunanburgh in 
937, and afterwards Thorulf settled in the 
County of Lincolnshire, where there are to 
this day no fewer than three villages named 
after him, denoting places where he once held 
lands. 

The Thurlby where this carving is to he 
seen, showing a Viking with his horned head- 
dress, his strong features and his drooping 
moustache, is that near Alford. In _ the 
Domesday Book the name is_ written 
T'urolvebi, a form which etymologists tell us 
denoted ‘‘ The settlement of Thorulf.” It 
must be confessed that there appears to be 
no surviving legend to the effect that this 
carved stone is a veritable portrait of Thorulf 
himself, but, in the circumstances, it is tempt- 
ing to believe it may be so. bas 

The fact that this interesting relic is to be 
found inside an ancient village church does 
not, of course, necessarily mean that he be- 
came a Christian. It is possible that he re- 
mained a pagan. If so, it is all the more 
strange that the Anglo-Saxon mason should 
have carved this head on the very doorway 
through which the villagers must have 
scrambled to safety in the church tower, on 
the many occasions when danger, from 
Vikings or others, threatened in __ those 
troublous times.

TOWN PLANNING TECHNIQUE 


NEIGHBOURING UNITS AS NEW ELEMENTS. 


A paper on ‘“ Neighbouring Units as New 
Elements of Town Planning’’ was read 
by Mr. Eugen C. Kaufmann, late Director of 

ousing, Srenkfert-em-Main, before the 
Summer School of the Liverpool University 
School of Architecture. 

“Town planning as an acknowledged sub- 
ject of science and art has, as you know, not 

n very long in existence,’’ commenced the 
lecturer. We have had town growth prac- 
tically as long as history dates back, and we 
have had some form of town planning in 
various peak periods of human development in 
the past. But we have only begun to 
approach the problem of organising massed 
dwellings with all the technique of modern 
science since we found ourselves at the end 
of the 19th century landed with a complete 
mess and muddle caused by an unforeseen and 
practically unmanageable inflation of urban 
development at the expense of the country- 
side; and in the short period of our genera- 
tion we have not had time to do much more 
than try to prevent the greatest evils. 
Although in theory we may be a little more 
advanced, in practice we are not doing any 
more than engineering more or less inade- 
quately a continuance of city growth without 
too much immediate danger to its inhabitants. 
Legislation has also been chiefly concerned 
with this aspect of town planning, its main 
objects being preventive police measures to 
rotect the general public without seriously 
interfering with the unchallenged and yet 
hardly restricted rights of the private land- 
owner. 

“Yet there is a growing feeling that with 
things continuing as at present our cities will 
become uglier and more unpleasant to live in 
every day. With uncontrolled urbanisa- 
tion going on in the country in the neigh- 
bourhood of towns (and as motorisation of 
transport becomes universal there is hardly 
any open country left which is not drawn 
into the zone of urban influence), so one 
might say that practically all open country 
is being spoilt and reduced to exploitation 


grounds for money-hunting individuals or con- 


cerns. To bring about a decisive change in 
these matters is, no doubt, more a political 
than a technical question. And it may seem 
Utopian to talk about tackling the enormous 
problem of fundamentally replanning and re- 
building our cities while society is still organ- 
ised on lines which hardly allow any quick 
and radical changes in this field, involving, as 


‘they would, the zoning for specific uses of all 


land and consequently a serious danger to very 
large vested interests. But if, as conscientious 
architects and townplanners, we are convinced 
that things should not be allowed to drag on 
as they do, we ought at least to be perfectly 
clear in our minds about what we consider 
should be done with our towns and country- 
side. For some day, maybe in not too far a 
future, conditions will be ripe for a change 
and political leaders will come to us for 
advice. We should then be able to give such 
advice in a practical and useful manner, hav- 
ing worked out in good time at least the 
main lines of approach. 


Town Planning and the Human Aspect. 

** We are certainly not in such a position 
to-day. Town planning to a large number of 
architects still is, in the main, a question of 
esthetics, of road front elevations, of squares, 
of dominating public buildings; to the engi- 
neer, a matter of street sections, of drainage 
and of transport problems; to the speculator, 
a question of so many houses to the acre. 
And while these experts handle their routine 
work, the town dentior as a human being and 
as a citizen receives a very poor service. But, 
after all, it is this human aspect that should 
really matter.”’ 

Towns had in the past, he continued, always 
been very sincere expressions of the economic 
and social needs of mankind, and as centuries 
go by they clearly reflected all the changes 
which affect the conditions of society. he 
medieval town, for instance, crystallised 


around a market square, which in most cases 
was the economic nucleus of its development, 
and surrounded itself with a strong line of for- 
tifications, thus indicating that in those days 
of robbery on the roads ‘‘ collective security ”’ 
seemed to have been the watchword of the 
town dweller, as it had again become the 
watchword of nations in these days of inter- 
national insecurity. And actually this collec- 
tive security within the walls of fortified towns 
had (at least, on the Continent) remained the 
governing principle of town layout even up to 
the days of actual planning in the 17th and 
18th centuries. Within the greatly modified 
character of the defence—structures following 
upon the improvement of offensive weapons— 
the dominating features of the town were then 
no longer the cathedral and the town hall, 
but the palaces of the monarchs and the 
gentry. But the principle of the growth of 
these towns was still dictated by military 
considerations of a kind very much the same 
as they had been in.the Middle Ages. For 
this, in the ideal form, a circular town con- 
tinued to push out its boundaries from time to 
time by building a new ring of fortifications 
further afield. And in the 19th century, when 
walls and ramparts gradually ceased to offer 
any effective protection, the same principle of 
growth was followed even by entirely open 
towns as though they were still surrounded by 
invisible walls. 

*‘ But apart from this continuation of an 
outlived principle,’ declared the lecturer, 
‘the 19th century city, with all its elements 
marking a decline in the art of town plan- 
ning, in its turn represents very truly the 
all dominating idea of the time: to let every 
private individual do exactly as he pleases. 
The period from after the world war is de- 
cidedly a different one. Most nations that 
have taken part in it are now unwilling to 
return to exactly the position where they left 
off before the great catastrophe happened. 
Most countries, whether they actually lived 
through revolutionary upheavals or not, were 
now willing to accept a far larger measure of 
public control in matters of public welfare 
than ever before, because it was realised all 
too clearly that the liberalism of the preced- 
ing-period gave freedom of action chiefly if 
not exclusively to the ‘haves,’ but left the 
‘have-nots’ in greater helplessness and 
destitution than they had been in earlier ages. 
This explains the rise of the Labour move- 
ment and the Co-operative movement in this 
country, and it finds, as far as town planning 
is concerned, its expression in a number of 
Acts of Parliament, which put on to the 
shoulders of public bodies, such as_ local 
authorities, the burden of responsibility for 
working-class housing. 

“*But we feel more and more that this is 
not enough. It is one thing to define 
standards of accommodation and to outlaw 
what is found to be below this standard— 
certainly in itself a remarkable step forward— 
and it is another to press effectively for a re- 
planning of large urban areas and of entire 
cities. There is as yet no legislation to enforce 
such replanning, and under these circum- 
stances all attacks on overcrowding and the 
slums are doomed to remain comparatively 
unimportant from the point of view of the 
town as a whole, and may even prove to 
become obstructions of a new kind to any 
wholesale readjustment, if this should one 
day become possible. 


The Functional Approach to Town Planning. 
“‘ If we discard esthetics for a while as the 
supreme principle to guide us in this new 
venture of replanning, because it would be 
an outward and one-sided approach to a 
human problem, it seems to be indicated to 
look out for a more scientific method, which 
takes into account the social needs of the 
population. I think it should be the same 
method which, as architects, we usually apply 
in designing a house for the specific needs of 
some future inhabitants. There is, as you 
know, the elder school of architects who 
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approach the problem with some _precon- 
ceived idea of ‘period’ design. If they are 
good architects they may even then achieve 
something which, apart from being a more or 
less attractive esthetic solution, is also a pos- 
sible place to live in. But the designer who 
makes it his business to study the needs and 
the workings—in short, the functions of his 
house first and foremost, and is a good and 
clear-minded architect at the same time—wil] 
inadvertently not only achieve a house in 
which it is delightful to live, but a new 
sort of beauty as well. And this functional 
method, if I may so call it, is obviously also 
the right approach to our new town planning 
problems.”’ - 


While in designing a house we had to study 
the activities of all the individuals who were 
going to live there, in designing a town or a 
town area we had to satisfy the needs of 
groups of individuals and to study the nature 
of their group activities. That led us without 
difficulty on to an investigation into the 
criteria of groupings and to the relative size 
and importance of each of them compared with 
the total number of inhabitants. The most 
obvious groupings were : families and ages. 

However great the changes might be which 
society might undergo during the next 50 or 
100 years, the family was likely to remain 
more or less what it was: a self-contained 
unit with the main object (from the point of 
view of society) of raising children. We 
might have more women working in profes- 
sions and we might have fewer children per 
family if the present tendency continued. But 
even in Soviet Russia, where a few years ago 
the family was regarded as a more or less 
backward bourgeois institution, it seemed now 
more firmly established than ever, and it was 
a well-known fact that communal dwelling. 
houses in which the parents lived separated 
from their children, vhs had quarters of their 
own in an adjoining block, had not been able 
to gain much ground, although they had for 
a number of years been strongly advocated by 
the Government. If this was so within a 
country where conditions for a re-forming of 
the traditions of family life were more favour- 
able than anywhere me in the world to-day, 
we were safe in assuming that the family unit 
as we knew it, would in this country persist 
for the length of period which our planning 
could hope to cover. It was another question 
whether the small detached or semi-detached 
cottage, the house in a terrace, or the dwell- 
ing unit in a block of flats, were the more 
likely . future forms of dwelling for the 
masses of the population. It was impossible 
to decide that question offhand. But he 
would say that, however great may be the 
advantages for children to grow up in a house 
with a garden immediately adjoining it, it was 


quite certain that a block of flats lent itself 


ever so much better to a centralisation of ser- 
vices, 


Value of Centralised Services. 


‘Can we imagine,”’ asked the speaker, “a 
future form of dwelling without such central- 
ised services as heating, warm water, mechani- 
cal laundry and, very possibly, centralised 
catering in some form or another? That for 
the moment dwellings in blocks of flats are, 
generally speaking, in this ‘country more ex- 
pensive than houses does not necessarily imply 
that this will always be so. In a number of 
countries on the Continent the opposite is the 
case. It seems to be purely a matter of 
adequate building organisation and the work- 
ing out of. building methods suitable for the 
purpose and for the working conditions in this 
country. I am confident that it is only 4 
question of time for a change in this direc- 
tion to be brought about. And as for the 
children, I am not so sure whether for the 
baby a balcony is not just as good as 4 
garden, and perhaps more convenient for the 


mother—and surely proper playing fields . 


within easy reach of the dwellings are for the 
bigger children a more suitable solution of 
their outdoor needs than the cramped indi- 
vidual garden. And as for gardening, allot- 
ments in close connection with blocks of flats 
have hardly yet received the attention which 
they obviously deserve.” 
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The next step in our investigation had to be 
the determination of sizes of families and the 
average percentage of ages for which we had 
to plan. For the grouping of our families 
would depend in the first place on the number 
and size of institutions of public welfare and 
education required for the children of the 
community. So far schools only had become 
an acknowledged public service, and it was not 
a hundred years since this important social 
progress, obligatory schooling for all, had 
been introduced in most civilised countries. 
It did not now need any prophetic inspira- 
tion to foresee that within the next 50 years 
we should have creches and nursery classes 
or children’s houses for all, as well as schools. 
Our schools probably would be larger than 
they were to-day, for the school-leaving age 
would, no doubt, be raised and continuation 
classes and courses in adult education would 
become a normal part of the educational 
system. The large playing fields and open 
spaces which these educational institutions 
would require should play an important part 
as rallying grounds for the whole of the popu- 
lation in view of the large increase of every- 
body’s leisure hours, which again it did not 
appear to be too optimistic to predict. 
“Here, then,’ said the speaker, “‘ we have 
the main elements of what I should like to 
call a ‘neighbouhood unit’: the dwellings, 
together with their communal, technical and 
catering services, the educational buildings, 
those for public welfare and the playgrounds 
and open spaces. All this may not appear 
to be in any way outstanding and extra- 
ordinary, and it seems only natural that one 
should go about the planning or replanning of 
urban areas on the lines which I have tried to 
indicate. And there are, no doubt, already 
a number of housing schemes which have 
been equipped with at least a part of the 
public and communal institutions which would 
compose a properly organised neighbourhood 
unit. But what has not been generally real- 
ised yet is the new outlook at town planning 
at large which we can gain by looking upon 
a neighbourhood unit as a new and more or 
less standardised element of town planning. 
I can feel how all those immediately begin 
to shudder to whom standardisation, is the 
equivalent of monotony and lack of beauty. 
To these I need only say that rhythm is an 
acknowledged element of esthetic composition 
and that the very essence of rhythm is 
standardisation. 

“Besides, there is hardly any other field 
for the application of standardised elements 
where there is less danger of monotony than 
town planning—through the changing condi- 
tions of the site, the contours, the natural 
scenery, advantages which will be carefully 
observed and underlined by the skilled 
planner. So much for standardisation in 
general 


The Standardised Neighbourhood Unit. 

“T feel that having come so far I should 
mention that this idea of the standardised 
neighbourhood unit as an element in town 
planning is no personal invention of mine, but 
that we are indebted for it to our Russian 
colleagues who, in their scientific approach to 
the problems of building entire new cities as 
part of the economic reconstruction of their 
country, have gone the way which I have tried 
to describe to you: to arrive at some pro- 
gramme formula for a limited dwelling area 
based on the group functions of the people 
to be housed. And even though perhaps not 
much of this has actually been carried out in 
Russia (as, since 1931, when the idea was first 
developed and largely discussed, the pendulum 
a8 swung into another direction in that 
country), the idea remains and I consider it 
to be the most valuable contribution to town 
planning which we have witnessed in recent 
years. It is clearly an advance in thinking 
to visualise a town built up from standardised 
Ousing groups of the smallest order, with 
their technical and educational services going 
on to groupings of a larger order which 
Tequire additional services to be shared by 
& larger section of the inhabitants and so 
forth to city districts, city regions—the 
whole town. It is, to my mind, an advance 
m thinking, because for the first time in the 
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history of town development and town plan- 
ning the supreme law for the new town is to 
be the welfare of the inhabitants as members 
of the community. 


“* We have had, as I mentioned before, in 
medieval towns crystallisations around a 
market or fair. The highly developed civic 
spirit of those days concentrated on cathedrals, 
town halls and the works of defence, but left 
housing comparatively undeveloped. And we 
have had the planned towns of the times of 
the Renaissance and of the 17th and 18th 
centuries. They show a remarkable advance 
in the conception of a whole town as a work 
of art, but it was all designed to further 
glorify the one or the few mighty princes 
whose ambition took to building in order to 
create for themselves an everlasting monu- 
ment. But neither Petersburg nor Karlsruhe 
—to mention but these two outstanding 
examples—ever took any notice of the hous- 
ing problems of the masses of the population 
as they were cities built to house the 
aristocracy in the first place. The 19th cen- 
tury has made things worse instead of better 
by developing a routine for town enlargement 
consisting of the designing by mostly insuffi- 
ciently trained engineers of a framework of 
roads, the filling in of which was left entirely 
to the discretion of the casual future lease- 
holder or owner. The 20th century has so far 
produced but one decisive contribution : the 
idea of decentralisation as a reaction against 
the increasing congestion and drabness of the 
ever-growing large cities. This idea, which 
found its expression in the garden city move- 
ment and in the propaganda for satellite 
towns, is a real step forward, for while setting 
up a new ideal of a sort of marriage between 
town and country, it keeps on pointing to 
the necessity of planning at large. But it is 
felt more and more that even though garden 
cities and satellite towns might be a great 
help provided that the transport problem 
proves soluble, there remains the nucleus of 
the old city which cannot be just left to its 
fate. 

** And on the other hand what leading idea 
is there to guide a town planner who designs 
a garden city or a satellite town? Is it the 
idea of building houses for workers on one 
side of a railway line and those for the more 
well-to-do people on the other side, as it has 
unfortunately been done in one of the most 
well-known garden cities? ‘Or is it just to 
adapt aunt to the contours and to existing 
natural amenities and curve the roads and 
design pretty cul-de-sacs to make the whole 
thing as romantic and beautiful in an old- 
world sense, but at the same time as 
haphazard and in a way as lifeless as possible? 
No, I do feel that these garden cities, garden 
suburbs, satellite towns, replanned city areas 
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and slum clearances require some other kind 
of principle to govern their layout, which will 
pv to bring into existence a real community 
ife.’’ 

Though the literature on the subject 
which formed the topic of this lecture was 
rather meagre, quite recently a publication 
had appeared in England which should be 
mentioned in this connection; that was 
““ Manchester Made Over,” in which Sir A. P. 
Simon, the author, gave voice to very inde- 
poe views on the future development of 

is own town and of town planning in general. 
He had been pleased to find in the chapter 
dealing with ‘‘ Planning for Working-class 
Family Requirements’’ a description of the 
basic idea of the ‘‘ neighbourhood unit,’’ 
which in all essentials coincided with what 
he (the speaker) had said before. This was 
all the more astonishing as apparently the 
author had no detail knowledge of the work 
done in the Soviet Union, of the Russian 
publications and discussions on the subject, 
as otherwise the would, no doubt, have re- 
ferred to them. 


The author of the book had determined the 
area of his units by relating the number of 
houses to the capacity of the corresponding 
educational units and suggested to base future 
density regulations for such large units on 
1,200 houses to 100 acres, rather than on 12 
houses to one. This might be a disputable 
point as far as the actual figures are con- 
cerned. For all the density regulations might 
require to be checked and revised for large- 
scale planning. But it was the principle which 
represented an extremely useful suggestion, 
not only in view of the provision of play- 
grounds and open spaces, but also of a suit- 
able mixture of low and high buildings, of 
houses and flats, or of three and 16 story 
blocks (as, for instance, at Drancy, near 
Paris). This sort of approach would accustom 
the authorities who handle the regulations to 
think in bigger areas, in town planning 
categories of a higher order, and it would give 
to the planner a wider scope through the 
greater variety of purposes for which he 
would be able to make provision. He would 
be able to satisfy within one “ neighbour- 
hood unit ’’ the needs of a section of the popu- 
lation which might be composed of large and 
small families, of single living professional and 
of old people, and this very mixture of needs 
would provide a natural basis for tharacter- 
istic groupings, so that without any petty 
attempt at decorative design there would be 
an opportunity for creating real architectural 
values by contrast in height and rhythm in 
spacing. ‘I am quite certain,’’ concluded 
the lecturer, ‘‘ that we need not be afraid of ° 
monotony if town planning can proceed on 
such lines.’’

“The Sweep,”” Clapham Common, S.W.4. 

In this new block of forty flats—recently 
erected on a site known as 1, 2 and 3, The 
Sweep, in the old town overlooking Clapham 
Common from the east site—many interesting 
features have been introduced to meet a call 
for more spacious flats at comparatively low 
rentals. Owing to good orientation, the sun 
can penetrate every room in the building. 
The lay-out is in the form of an ‘‘ H,”’ with 
the services placed in the centre of the two 
wings; this arrangement has proved to be 
both practical and economical. Special care 
was taken in the grouping of all lighting con- 
duits, pipes, cables, etc., in eight ducts run- 
ning from top to bottom of the premises. 
Gas and electric meters and dust pails are 
also screened and fitted in specially designed 
cupboards with external doors for access by 
the caretakers. 

All weight-carrying walls are of solid brick- 
work, beams and lintols being in reinforced 
concrete. The floors, at the special request 
of the owners, were built of reinforced con- 
crete and, to reduce sound-transmission, were 
finished with 1-in. rough boarding and 1-in. 
t. and g. flooring. Windows were metal 
throughout. The staircase and entrance hall 
were finished with oak panelling and 
ebonised oak strips, the floors being in wood 
block and hardwood mosaic flooring. 

Kitchens and bathrooms have tiled walls, 
and bathrooms have tiled floors of various 
colours and pattern. Internal access corridors 
to the flats are finished with ‘ Wailkraft ”’ 
composition of a bright copper effect, and the 
floors: close carpeted. All flat roofs used as 
roof gardens are finished with ‘‘ Cullamix ”’ 
buff tiles. The electric passenger lift is placed 
in the centre of the building and is enclosed 
by brick walls. The doors are flush and made 
self-closing. The flats vary in accommoda- 
tion from bed-sitting-room flats to four-room 
flats, and the rentals range between £75 
to £125 for the smaller flats and £140 to 
£165 for the larger ones. -

Convent of “‘ La Retraite,”” Clapham Park. 

This building is an extension of the exist- 
ing Convent. It is being built of brick, 
colour-washed and with brown facings: Be- 
sides the Chapel, the interior contains dining- 
and reception-rooms, cells, bathrooms, etc., 
and a girls’ dormitory. Eventually another 
story is to be added. The architect is Mr. 
George Drysdale, F.R.I.B.A., of Messrs. 
Leonard Stokes and Drysdale. 

The general contractors are Messrs. J. 
Garrett & Son, 83, Balham Hill, 8.W.12, and 
among the firms engaged are : Smith Walker, 
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Ltd., steelwork ; Limmer & Trinidad Asphalte 
Co., asphalt; Matthew Hall & Co., sanitary 
work; Anderson, Angell & Co., electrical 
work; Wontner, Smith, Gray & Co., heating ; 
Malcolm Macleod & Co., artificial stone. 


Municipal Buildings and Assembly Hall, 
Watford. 

This building, designed by Mr. C. Cowles- 
Voysey, F.R.I.B.A., is to occupy a site at the 
junction of Hemel Hempstead-road and Rick- 
mansworth-road in the centre of Watford. It 
is to house the Urban District Council and 
its official departments, and it will contain a 
public assembly hall and banqueting hall. 
The municipal offices are planned to form 
three sides of a central courtyard with the 
assembly hall forming the fourth side. 

A steel frame will be employed with fire- 
resisting floors and staircases. The facing 
will be sand-faced brick with stone dressings 
and the roof will be covered with Roman 
tiles. Internally, the finish will be consistent 
with modern practice in office design. 


** Walpole House,”’ Stowe School, Bucks. 
The new boarding-house is situated at the 
extreme eastern end of the main buildings 
and forms the eastern side of what now be- 
comes a three-sided open court facing due 
south. The planning of all three floors is very 
direct. The ground floor contains a house 
room (53ft. 6in. by 22ft.), house library, 
nine studies, and a master’s study and bed- 
room. At the rear of the entrance hall there 
is a large changing-room with a washing- 
room adjoining. The first floor contains two 
dormitories, each accommodating 20 beds, 
with the necessary ablution rooms adjoining 
the landing. A master’s study and bedroom 
are also provided on this floor. The second 
floor contains one large dormitory accommo- 
dating 24 beds, with the necessary ablution 
rooms adjoining; also a matron’s flat, a small 
dormitory with four beds, and a “‘sick”’ 
dormitory, together with the necessary heated 
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linen-cupboards, etc. The formation of g 
basement at the rear of the building for the 
accommodation of lavatories and offices was 
made possible by the fall of the ground. 

The building is of fireproof construction 
throughout; an adequate fire-escape staircase 
is placed on the eastern side giving two 
separate staircases frc1 the top floor, while 
the second floor is provided with three stair- 
cases. 

The house-master’s ko is situated on the 
south side of the new .oarding-house. It 
consists of three living-rcoms, with the usual 
offices, together with five bedruoms and dress- 
ing-rooms, and two bathroms. It is connected 
by a covered way to the boarding-house direct 
from the house-master’s study. The whole of 
the new buildings are finished in stucco, with 
reconstructed stone dressings to match the 
existing buildings adjoining. The roofs are 
covered with Delabole slates. The front quad- 
rangle at present slopes towards the new 
building; it is intended, however, to terrace 
this in two stages, providing a central path- 
way with steps leading direct to the main 
entrance. 

It is felt that these additions make an 
effective termination to the school buildings 
at their eastern end, and are a suitable com- 
plement to the new chapel at the extreme 
western end of the school. 

Mr. R. Fielding Dodd, F.R.I.B.A., is the 
architect. 


Extensions to Heal’s, Francis-street, W. 
The latest extension to the premises of 
Messrs. Heal and Son, Ltd., is a continuation 
of a general scheme of extension and centrali- 
sation prepared some twenty-five years ago. 
The new extension, to the north of the main 
premises, was designed as the principal goods 
receiving depot, and to provide much-needed 
additional warehouse and workshop accom- 
modation, and a new and enlarged heating 
chamber to serve the entire premises. Francis- 
street being a street of increasing importance, 
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the goods-receiving quay has been screened 
by the reinstatement of two shops, held 
under lease previous to the pulling-down 
operations, two separate cartways to the 
unloading quay and a large central dis- 
play window. The quay is provided 
with two large goods ‘lifts serving all floors. 
Floors over have been” built to the limit of the 
restricted height allowed in this district, pro- 
viding six floors o’ warehouse ,and workshop 
accommodation, thy” vop floor being chiefly 
arranged for living. accommodation for the 
resident engineer. 

The building is of steel-framed construc- 
tion, with reinforced concrete floors and roofs, 
the flat roofs being asphalted and the pitched 
roof to Francis-street covered in copper. The 
shops and display window have bronze metal 
frames, hoods and base, the surround being 
in polished green Swedish granite. The brick- 
work over is in 2-in. Stamfordstone brick with 
rubbed concrete window heads and vitreous 
terra-cotta sills. The architects were Messrs. 
Smith and Brewer. 

The general contractors were Messrs. Leslie 
and Co., Ltd., of Kensington-square, W.8, 
and the clerk of works Mr. William Lake. 
Among the sub-contractors were: Ames and 
Finnis, Stamfordstone bricks; Barlow and 
Young, Ltd., electric generating plant; John 
Booth and Sons, Ltd., fire-resisting doors and 
shutters; Crittall Manufacturing Co., Ltd., 
metal windows and screens; R. Crittall and 
Co., Ltd., heating instaliation; Ewart and 
Son, Ltd., copper roofing; Fenning and Co., 
Ltd., granite; Gardiner and Son, Ltd., orna- 
mental railings; the Gas Light and Coke Co., 
gas services; J. and E. Hall.

Haskins, shop front; George Jennings, Ltd., 
vitreous black terra-cotta sills; J. A. King 
and Co., Ltd., pavement lights; the Limmer 
and Trinidad Lake Asphalt Co., Ltd., 
asphalt; Linolite, Ltd., swinging signs; 
Maple and Co., Ltd., Neon sign; Mather and 
Platt, Ltd., sprinkler installation; Mellowes 
and Co., Ltd., roof lights; Morris-Singer 
Co., staircase balustrade, metal railings; 
Nettlefold and Sons, Ltd., general iron- 
mongery; F. A. Norris and Oo., Ltd., iron 
staircase; Pontifex and Emanuel, sanitary 
fittings ; Redpath, Brown and Co., Ltd., steel- 
work; Stevens and Adams, Ltd., wood-block 
floors; Stuarts Granolithic Co., Ltd., pre-cast 
sills, granolithic paving; and the Trussed 
Concrete Steel Co., Ltd., reinforced concrete. 


“The Hall,” St. John’s Wood, N.W. 

This small block of flats, only eight in 
number, has been erected for Mr. Frank 
Beresford in Grove End-road, near to Hall- 
road, just opposite his late home. Cheerful- 
ness, comfort, convenience, compactness, 
colour, ease of cleaning and the elimination of 
noise have been the chief considerations in 
the planning. Only 42 ft. high, the block has 
many of the advantages of the private house, 
being well set back from the road, from which 
it is screened by a row of trees. All materials 
are British or Empire in origin. A special 
feature of the planning of. the flats is the 
octagonal lounge hall, 16 ft. across, connected 
by glazed doors (6 ft. wide) with the main 
living room, 21 ft. by 16 ft., thus giving extra 
arge space for receptions. There are no 
passages, and mouldings, angles and corners 
have been eliminated as far as possible. There 
are no dust traps, and everything has been 
done to make the running and upkeep simple 
and easy. The accommodation comprises two 
Teception, three bedrooms, bathroom, kitchen 
(with separate tradesmen’s entrance), pantry 
and three w.c.s. The rooms are 9 ft. high 
and have very large windows giving ample 
light. There is an extra bathroom for maids 
on the lower ground floor. The equipment 
includes central heating, constant hot water, 
refrigerators, passenger lift and coal fires in 
Principal rooms. 

The architects are Messrs. Richardson and 
Gill. FF.R.I.B.A., with whom the artist- 
Owner, Mr. Frank Beresford, collaborated in 
tegard to the studio. portion. 


R.1.B.A. Testimonies of Study. 


rte set of Intermediate Testimonies of 
tudy, by Mr. J. §. Birch, which we 
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illustrate, have been recently approved. The 
Board of Architectural Education wish it to 
be known that these Testimonies of Study 
are published for the guidance of students, 
not as perfect solutions of the subject but to 
show the general standard of work approved 
by the R.I.B.A. 


Branch Bank, Sutton Coldfield. 


This bank (see page 283) is one of a series 
erected by the Birmingham Municipal Bank 
authorities in the Birmiugham area, and is 
situated on Maney Corner, Birmingham-road, 
Sutton Coldfield. The elevation to Birming- 
ham-road is finished in Portland stone and 
thin grey-brown facing bricks from Buckley 
Junction Brick Co., pointed with wide 
mortar joints. The mahogany entrance doors 
lead to the banking hall, the walls of which 
are finished with a dado of dark-brown glass 
paint 4 ft. high, the remaining walls and 
ceiling being treated with matt-finished 
cream paint. All fittings, screens, and flush 
doors are executed in mahogany; the floor 
to the public space and entrance is of green 
and cream terrazzo tiles, with a dark-green 
terrazzo border; the floor of the working 
space is of oak blocks. The accommodation 
comprises a banking hall 41 ft. long by 23 ft. 
wide with provision for new accounts, staff- 
room with lavatory accommodation, strong- 
room and storerooms. A self-contained flat 
is provided on the first floor, with an 
entrance from Birmingham-road and a 
secondary entrance from the rear of the 
building. 

The architect is Mr. Harry W. Weedon, 
A.R.I.B.A. 


Offices at Marylebone. 

This building will contain offices, some of 
which will be let, a block being retained for 
the use of the owners. It will be of steel 
and reinforced concrete construction, faced 
with stone. The perspective (page 287) shows 
metal windows and ornamental railings to 
balcony over the main entrance. The external 
doors are of metal. 

The architect is Mr. C. Roy Fowkes 
(Messrs. C. R. Fowkes and G. L. Monk). 


“ THE BUILDER” DEBATE 


LXXXVII—WHAT IS ARCHITECTURE ? 


“That the qualities of natural building 
construction, composition and historical con- 
tinuity, which embrace fine architecture, are 
not adequately served by the Modernistic 
school of design.”’ 


Sm,—‘‘ Positive’’ is not quite consistent 
in what he frankly admits is an attack upon 
Modernism. He expresses his difficulty .in 
finding words to convey his meaning, and 
yet he complains when the Modernist finds 
and uses such an expressive word as ‘‘ func- 
tionalism.’’ It is quite true that this word 
has been hard worked, and perhaps over- 
worked, by some who have no idea what 
they are talking about; but in this the word 
shares the fate of many another good old 
English word, and can hardly be condemned 
on that account. For it must be noted that 
it is not to the idea of ‘‘ functionalism ’’ that 
‘** Positive”? objects, for he actually pays 
some tribute to it, but to the word itself, 
which does, surely, convey a definite idea. 


In asserting that this idea, however, does 
not comprise the whole of architectural truth, 
‘* Positive”? is only marching with every 
sensible Modernist. 

‘* Positive’’ pays some measure of justice 
to the movement when he admits that it has 
suffered by incompetent handling, but then 
proceeds to state a false case by suggesting 
that there is so little in the movement that 
the incompetent can ‘‘ get away with”’ any- 
thing in modern dress. Surely the evidence 
is all to the contrary, because for every bad 
modern house there are a hundred bad 
‘* Tudor ’’ houses, and many more of a vague 
type understood to be mainly “ traditional.” 
I: agree entirely that the local councils are 
turning down a great many bad modern de- 
signs, and, I shquld add, a good many good 
ones. We all know also that the local coun- 
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cils are passing by the hundred thousand 
thoroughly bad so-called ‘‘ Traditional ”’ de- 
signs. In what way this reflects any art 
standard I am unable to imagine, though 
“* Positive’? appears to take considerable 
comfort from the fact. 


‘* Positive’? then goes on to condemn the 
modern movement on account of certain 
alleged constructional defects which he be- 
lieves to be common to modern work; in 
fact, he almost suggests that they are. pecu- 
liar to it. The first is the flat roof. Appar- 
ently a flat roof on a modern building is bad, 
but elsewhere not worth any comment, 
adverse or favourable. There are, surely, 
plenty of flat roofs to be found on work 
claimed to be traditional. The main roofs 
may be tiled, but it is common to see certain 
wings or porches or outbuildings roofed flat. 
If there is a fundamental defect in flat roof- 
ing, why should it be’ permitted when 
attached to traditional building? ‘“‘ Posi- 
tive’’ does not state what this fundamental 
defect is, and he should certainly know that 
a well-constructed flat roof, in which all 
precautions have been taken to overcome 
future trouble, is as feasible as a well-con- 
structed cavity wall, and that in either case, 
if the proper precautions are not taken, 
trouble is bound to come. The trouble is 
exactly the same as that threatened in a 
traditional roof behind a parapet, a form of 
construction very popular with the Neo- 
Queen Anne designers, except that the addi- 
tional risk, where the flat parapet gutter 
meets the sloping roof, is removed. 


Next he accuses the Modernist of ‘‘ carv- 
ing off’’ all projections, and therefore of 
letting the weather in. Actually, I suppose, 
more troubles have arisen from projecting 
string-courses and plinths than from any 
other thing in building, and I fail to see how 
the modern string-course can protect where 
the ancient one failed. If he refers to pro- 
jecting eaves, then I assert, with all the 
evidence in my favour, that the traditionalist 
is just as fond of eliminating the eaves as 
the Modernist. So far as noise in flats is 
concerned, this has nothing to do with 
modern design, but everything to do with 
flats. Is ‘‘ Positive,’’ as a good traditionalist, 
prepared to abandon flat building? If not, 
then he must take precautions against noise, 
and whatever precautions he takes can be 
taken equally well by the Modernist. If, on 
the contrary, he decides that flats must go, 
on account of noise, that will not destroy the 
modern movement. 


With his remarks upon composition I 
entirely agree, but fail to see how they affect 
the question of modern design. He must 
know that such considerations enter into the 
conscience of the Modernist who is competent 
and has feeling, just as they enter into his. 


With regard to the question of historical 
continuity, I can accept no parallel from 
history to compare with these modern times 
of ours. Up to a century ago, things did 
move quietly and continuously from one 
phase to another, and architecture expressed 
the movement placidly. But in the last 
century events have ignored historical con- 
tinuity. There is no historical parallel for the 
steam engine, the internal-combustion engine, 
the aeroplane, wireless, and television. ‘These 
things have burst upon civilisation and 
created more changes in a hundred years than 
had taken place previously in five hundred 
years. Are we, as architects, to ignore these 
facts, and pretend that we have as much ir 
common with Georgian England as we have 
with our own wonderful times?

This building, designed by Mr. C. Cowles- 
Voysey, F.R.1.B.A., is to occupy a site at the 
janction of Hemel Hempstead-road and Rick- 
mansworth-road in the centre of Watford. It 
is to house the Urban District Council and 
its official , and it will contain a 

blic assembly hall and banqueting hall. 
The municipal offices are planned to form 
three sides of a central courtyard with the 
assembly hall forming the fourth side. 

A steel frame will be employed with fire- 
resisting floors and staircases. The facing 
will be sand-faced brick with stone dressings 
and the roof will be covered with Roman 
tiles. Internally, the finish will be consistent 
with modern practice in office design. 


“Walpole House,” Stowe School, Bucks. 
The new boarding-house is situated at the 
extreme eastern end of the main buildings 
and forms the eastern side of what now be- 
comes a three-sided open court facing due 
south. The planning of all three floors is very 
direct. The floor contains a house 
room (53 ft. Ein. by 22ft.), house library, 
nine studies, and a master’s study and bed- 
room. At the rear of the entrance hall there 
is a large changing-room with a washing- 
room adjoining. The first floor contains two 
dormitories, each accommodating 20 beds, 
with the necessary ablution rooms adjoining 
the landing. A master’s study and bedroom 
are also provided on this floor. The seeond 
floor contains one large dormitory accommo- 
dating 24 beds, with the necessary ablution 
rooms adjoining; also a matron’s flat, a small 
dormitory with four beds, and a “sick” 
dormitory, together with the necessary heated 
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The formation of « 
basement at the rear of the buil ling for the 
accommodation of lavatories and offices was 
made possible by the fall of the ground 

The building is of fireproof construction 
throughout ; an adequate fire-escape staircase 
is placed on the eastern side giving two 
separate staircases from the top floor, while 
the second floor is provided with three stair- 
cases. 

The house-master’s house is situated on the 
south side of the new boarding-house. It 
consists of three living-rooms, with the usual 
offices, together with five bedrooms and dress- 
ing-rooms, and two bathroms. It is connected 
by a covered way to the boarding-house direct 
from the house-master’s study. The whole of 
the new buildings are finished in stucco, with 
reconstructed stone dressings to match the 
existing buildings adjoining. The roofs are 
covered with Delabole slates. The front quad- 
rangle at present slopes towards the new 
building; it is intended, however, to terrace 
this in two stages, providing a central path- 
way with steps leading direct to the main 
entrance. 

It is felt that these additions make an 
effective termination to the school buildings 
at their eastern end, and are a suitable com- 
plement to the new chapel at the extreme 
western end of the school. 

Mr. R. Fielding Dodd, F.R.I.B.A., is the 
architect. 


Extensions to Heal’s, Francis-street, W. 
The latest extension to the premises of 
Messrs. Heal and Son, Lid., is a continuation 
of a general scheme of extension and centrali- 
sation prepared some twenty-five years ago.

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the receiving quay has been screened 
reinstatement of two shops, heid 
umder lease previous to the pulling-down 
operations, two separate cartways to the 
unloading quay and « large central dis- 
play window The quay is rovided 
with two large goods lifts serving floors. 
Floors over have been built to the limit of the 
restricted height allowed in this district, pro 
viding six floors of warehouse and workshop 
accommodation, the top floor being chiefly 
arranged for living accommodation for the 
resident engineer. 

The yer is of steel-framed construc 
tion, with reinforced concrete floors and roofs. 
the flat roofs being asphalted and the pitched 
roof to Francis-street covered in copper. The 
shops and display window have bronze metal 
frames, hoods and base, the surround being 
in polished green Swedish granite. The brick- 
work over is in 2-in.

“The Hall,”’ St. John’s Wood, N.W. 

This small block of flats, only eight in 
number, has been erected for Mr. Frank 
Beresford in Grove End-road, near to Hall- 
road, just opposite his late home. Cheerful- 
ness, comfort, convenience, compactness, 
colour, ease of cleaning and the elimination of 
noise have been the chief considerations in 
the planning. Only 42 ft. high, the block has 
many of the advantages of the private house, 
being well set back from the road, from which 
it is screened by a row of trees. All materials 
are British or Empire in origin. A special 
feature of the planning of the flats is the 
octagonal lounge hall, 16 ft. across, connected 
by glazed doors (6 ft. wide) with the main 
living room, 21 ft. by 16 ft., thus giving extra 
large space for receptions. There are no 
passages, and mouldings, angles and corners 
have been eliminated as far as possible. There 
are no dust traps, and everything has been 
done to make the running and upkeep simple 
and easy. The accommodation comprises two 
reception, three bedrooms, bathroom, kitchen 
(with separate tradesmen’s entrance). pantry 
and three w.c.s. The rooms are 9 ft. high 
and have very large windows giving ample 
light. There is an extra bathroom for maids 
on the lower ground floor. The equipment 
includes central heating, constant hot water. 
refrigerators, passenger lift and coal fires in 
principal rooms. 

The architects are Messrs. Richardson and 
Gill. FF.R.LB.A., with whom the artist- 
owner, Mr. Frank Beresford, collaborated in 
regard to the studio portion.

Branch Bank, Sutton Coldfield. 

This bank (see page 283) is one of a series 
erected by the Birmingham Municipal Bank 
authorities in the Birmingham area, and is 
situated on Maney Corner, Birmingham-road, 
Sutton Coldfield. The elevation to Birming 
ham-road is finished in Portland stone and 
thin grey-brown facing bricks from Buckley 
Junction Brick Co., pointed with wide 
mortar joints. The mahogany entrance doors 
lead to the banking hall, the walls of which 
are finished with a dado of dark-brown glass 
paint 4 ft. high, the remaining walls and 
ceiling being treated with matt-finished 
cream paint. All fittings, screens, and flush 
doors are executed in mahogany; the floor 
to the public space and entrance is of green 
and cream terrazzo tiles, with a dark-green 
terrazzo border; the floor of the working 
space is of oak blocks. The accommodation 
comprises a banking hall 41 ft. long by 23 ft. 
wide with provision for new accounts, staff- 
room with lavatory accommodation, strong- 
room and storerooms. A self-contained flat 
is provided on the first floor, with an 
entrance from Birmingham-road and a 
secondary entrance from the rear of the 
building. 

The architect is Mr. Harry W. Weedon, 
A.R.I.B.A. 


Offices at Marylebone. 

This building will contain offices, some of 
which will be let, a block being retained for 
the use of the owners. It will be of steel 
and reinforced concrete construction, faced 
with stone. The perspective (page 287) shows 
metal windows and ornamental railings to 
balcony over the main entrance. The external 
doors are of metal. 

The architect is Mr. C. Roy Fowkes 
(Messrs. C. R. Fowkes and G. L. Monk). 


“ THE BUILDER” DEBATE 


LXXXVII.—WHAT IS ARCHITECTURE ? 


“That the qualities of natural building 
construction, composition and historical con- 
tinuity, which embrace fine architecture, are 
not adequately served by the Modernistic 
school of design.”’ 


Sm,—‘' Positive’’ is not quite consistent 
in what he frankly admits is an attack upon 
Modernism. He expresses his difficulty in 
finding words to convey his meaning, and 
yet he complains when the Modernist finds 
and uses such an expressive word as ‘‘ func- 
tionalism.”” It is quite true that this word 
has been hard worked, and perhaps over- 
worked, by some who have no idea what 
they are talking about; but in this the word 
shares the fate of many another good old 
English word, and can hardly be condemned 
on that account. For it must be noted that 
it is not to the idea of ‘‘ functionalism ” that 
‘“‘ Positive” objects, for he actually pays 
some tribute to it, but to the word itself, 
which does, surely, convey a definite idea. 

In asserting that this idea, however, does 
not comprise the whole of architectural truth, 
“* Positive’’ is only marching with every 
sensible Modernist. aa 

‘* Positive’”’ pays some measure of justice 
to the movement when he admits that it has 
suffered by incompetent handling, but then 
proceeds to state a false case by suggesting 
that there is so little in the movement that 
the incompetent can “‘ get away with’’ any- 
thing in modern dress. Surely the evidence 
is all to the contrary, because for every bad 
modern house there are a hundred bad 
‘“‘Tador ’”’ houses, and many more of a vague 
type understood to be mainly ‘“‘ traditional.” 
I agree entirely that the local councils are 
turning down a great many bad modern de- 
signs, and, I should add, a good many good 
ones. We all know also that the local coun- 
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alleged constructional defects which he be 
lieves to be common to modern work; in 
fact, he almost suggests that they are pecu- 
liar to it. The first is the flat roof. A . 
ently a flat roof on a modern building is bad, 
but elsewhere not worth any comment, 
adverse or favourable. There are, surely, 
plenty of flat roofs to be found on work 
claimed to be traditional. The main roofs 
may be tiled, but it is common to see certain 
wings or porches or outbuildings roofed flat. 
If there is a fundamental defect in flat roof- 
ing, why should it permitted when 
attached to traditional building? ‘‘ Posi- 
tive’ does not state what this fundamental 
defect is, and he should certainly know that 
a well-constructed flat roof, in which all 
precautions have been taken to overcome 
future trouble, is as feasible as a well-con- 
structed cavity wall, and that in either case, 
if the proper precautions are not taken, 
trouble is Cone to come. The trouble is 
exactly the same as that threatened in a 
traditional roof behind a parapet, a form of 
construction very popular with the Neo- 
Queen Anne designers, except that the addi- 
tional risk, where the flat parapet gutter 
meets the sloping roof, is caneeke 

Next he accuses the Modernist of “‘ carv- 
ing off’’ all projections, and therefore of 
letting the weather in. Actually, I suppose, 
more troubles have arisen from projecting 
string-courses and plinths than from any 
other thing in building, and I fail to see how 
the modern string-course can protect where 
the ancient one failed. If he refers to pro- 
jecting eaves, then I assert, with all the 
evidence in my favour, that the traditionalist 
is just as fond of eliminating the eaves as 
the Modernist. So far as noise in flats is 
concerned, this has nothing to do with 
modern design, but everything to do with 
flats. Is ‘‘ Positive,”’ as a good traditionalist, 
prepared to abandon flat building? If not, 
then he must take precautions against noise, 
and whatever precautions he takes can be 
taken equally well by the Modernist. If, on 
the contrary, he decides that flats mnst go, 
on account of noise, that will not destroy the 
modern movement. 

With his remarks upon composition I 
entirely agree, but fail to see how they affect 
the question of modern design. He must 
know that such considerations enter into the 
conscience of the Modernist who is competent 
and has feeling, just as they enter into his. 


With regard to the question of historical 
continuity, I can accept no parallel from 
history to compare with these modern times 
of ours. Up to a century ago, things did 
move quietly and continuously from one 
phase to another, and architecture expressed 
the movement placidly. But in the last 
century events have ignored historical con- 
tinuity. There is no historical parallel for the 
steam engine, the ss daaieal aeaiinaiion engine, 
the aeroplane, wireless, and television. These 
things have burst upon civilisation | and 
created more changes in a hundred years than 
had taken place previously in five hundred 
years. Are we, as architects, to ignore these 
facts, and pretend that we have as much in 
common with Georgian England as we have 
with our own wonderful times?

In the course of a discussion on Scottish 
Estimates, Sir G. Cotzins, Secretary of State 
for Scotland, said that private enterprise in 
the building of small houses had, during the 
past year, produced in Scotland the highest 
number, with one exception, in any year 
since the War.

LANDLORDS’ CONSENT TO ALTERATIONS 
BY LESSEES. 
F. W. Woolworth & Co., Ltd. v. Lambert. 

This case, which raised an important ques- 
tion under Section 19 of the dlord and 
Tenant Act, 1927, came before the Court on 
the appeal of Messrs. F. W. Woolworth & 
Co., tid., from the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Clauson, in the Chancery Division, dismiss- 
ing the action which they brought as the 
lessees of shop premises, Nos. 18 and 19, 
Commercial-road, Bournemouth, under a lease 
dated February 27, 1931, from the defendants, 
Messrs. G. E. and W. R. J. Lambert, for a 
declaration that on the true construction of 
such lease the defendants, as the landlords, 
were not entitled to withhold their licence or 
consent to the making by the plaintiffs of 
certain proposed improvements and _ altera- 
tions to the premises, and also a declaration 
that plaintiffs were entitled to make the pro- 
posed improvements without any further 
licence or consent of the defendants. 

The defence was a denial that the proposed 
alterations were “‘improvements’’ to which 
the Landlord and Tenant Act, 1927, applied. 

(The proceedings before Mr. Justice Clauson 
were reported in The Builder for March 13, 
1936.) 

The material facts of the case were as 
follow : The premises in question were leased 
to the plaintiffs by defen for a term of 
45 years, from arusey 28, 1931, at the 
yearly rent of £3,500, until June 24, 1945, 
and thereaiter at a rent of £3,750. The lease 
contained a covenant by the plaintifis that 
they would not, without the previous consent 
in writing of the lessors, erect or suffer to be 
erected upon the demised premises, nor make 
or suffer to be made any structural altera- 
tions in or additions to the demised premises, 
and there was a provision that, in event 
of the lessees making, with the consent and 
Fatt of the lessors, any further additions, 
alterations, improvements to, or extensions 
of, the demised premises, at any time during 
the said term, no fine or premium, or increase 
of rent, would be demanded for such 
approval. 

The plaintiffs proposed to connect up the 
duniied premises with other adjoining 
premises which did not belong to the defen- 
dants, but which were occupied by the plain- 
tiffs under a lease, and, so as to increase their 
width, the plaintiffs undertook to reinstate 
the demised premises at the end or sooner 
determination of the term granted by the 
defendants. 

The defendants refused the consent to the 
making of the proposed improvements, ex- 
cept on the footing of the plaintiffs paying 
them £7,000. The plaintiffs, upon the 
ground that the defendants had unreasonably 
refused their consent to the proposed altera- 
tions, brought the present action. 

At the trial, evidence was given on behalf 
of the plaintiffs that what they proposed to do 
were ‘‘improvements”’ from the tenants’ 
point of view. On the other hand, the de- 
fendants called expert evidence to show that 
the proposed alterations would seriously 
diminish the reversion value of the premises. 

Mr. Justice Clauson, in giving judgment in 
the Court below, said that the Jaintiffs had 


acquired a tenancy of a piece of land at the 
back of the shop, and proposed to pull down 
the back wall and the rear of a side

sum in the circumstances. He accordingly 
dismissed the action with costs, and from 
this result the plaintiffs now ap 

Section 19 (2) of the Landlord and Tenant 
Act, 1827, provides :-— 

**In all leases, whether made before or 
after the commencement of this Act, contain- 
ing @ condition or agreement against the 
making of improvements without licence or 
consent, such covenant, condition or - 
ment shall be deemed, notwithstanding any 
express provision to the contrary, to be sub- 
ject toa a that such licence or consent 
is not to unreasonably withheld; but this 
proviso does not preclude the right to require 
as a condition of such licence or consent the 
payment of a reasonable sum in respect of 
any damage to, or diminution in, the value 
of the premises or any neighbouring premises 
belonging to the landlord, or of any legal or 
other expenses properly incurred in conmec- 
tion with such licence or consent, nor in the 
ease of an improvement which does not add 
to the letting value of the holding does it 
preclude the right to require as a condition 
of such licence or consent where such a re- 
quirement would be reasonable, an under- 
taking on the part of the tenant to reinstate 
the premises in the condition in which they 
were before the improvement was executed.’ 

The Master of the Rolls, in giving judg- 
ment, said that in order to decide w er the 
defendants had withheld their 
consent to the proposed alterations it was 
necessary to determine whether the £7,000 
which they claimed for diminution in the 
value of the premises was reasonable. Mr. 
Justice Clauson had come to the conclusion 
that the evidence did not enable him to say 
whether the amount was reasonable or 
unreasonable. He (the Master of the Rolls) 
regretted that abortive conclusion, as it 
seemed to him it must stand. He thought 
the matter at issue could not be determined 
without a definite ascertainment of the reason- 
able sum, or whether £7,000 was a reasonable 
sum within the meaning of the Act. Though 
the Court could refer that issue to a referee, 
he did not think this was a case where the 
Court should do that. That being 60, the 
parties must be left to take whatever. proceed- 
ings further they thought proper. No doubt 
Messrs. Woolworth might be minded to take 
further steps. So far as the present action 
was concerned, he reluctantly and with much 
regret had come to the conclusion. on the 
short ground he had stated, that the appeal 
must. be dismissed. But, continued his lord- 
ship, Mr. Justice Clauson had laid down cer- 
tain principles with regard to the construction 
of the Landlord and Tenant Act which might 
be of a very far-reaching character. These 
appeared to him (the Master of the Rolls) 
to be unfounded and not in accordance with 
the true construction of the Act. In his view, 
not only were the alterations in question 
alterations which in law were capable of 
being deemed improvements, but in fact on 
the true seems. ‘ic esen oe mi

DAMAGE TO PROPERTY OWNERS 

THROUGH FLOODING OWING TO 

OBSTRUCTION OF SLUICE IN SEA WALL. 

Symes and Jaywick Association Properties, 

Ltd., v. Essex Rivers Catchment Board. 

In this case the Essex Rivers Catchment 
Board appealed from a judgment of Mr. 
Justice Atkinson granting to the plaintiffs, 
Mr. Francis Albert Symes and the Jaywick 
Association Properties, Ltd., which repre- 
sented a number of owners on the Jaywick 
Bungalow Estate, near Clacton, an injunc- 
tion aye the appellant Board from 
obstructing a sluice in the sea wall, as a con- 
sequence of which the plaintiffs said the estate 
became flooded and their property damaged. 

The defence of the board was that its 
doing what it did was to prevent the sea 
water entering the fresh-water dykes behind 
the sea wall, and that in so doing they had 
acted in accordance with their statutory 
duties. 

Mr. G. Beyfus, K.C., and Mr. G. Hutchin- 
son appeared for the appellant Board; and 
Mr. R. M. Montgomery, K.C., and Mr. G. O. 
Slade represented the respondents to the 
appeal (the plaintiffs). 

At the conclusion of lengthy legal argu- 
ments, Lord Justice Greer stated that the 
Court had decided that the appeal should be 
allowed, with costs of the appeal and in the 
Court below, and that the reasons for coming 
to that decision would be given in a con- 
sidered judgment by the Court, which would 
be delivered next term (which commences on 
October 12 next). : 

Mr. Beyfus had previously asked their 
lordships to say that Mr. Justice Atkinson’s 
strictures on the Board’s action were not 
justified. é 

Lord Justice Greer replied that, speaking 
for himself, he was rather inclined to be of 
that opinion; but whether it was part of the 
Court’s«functions to say anything about it 
was quite another matter.

QUESTION WHETHER WATERCOURSE 
BECAME A SEWER. 
George Legge and Co., Ltd. v. the Wenlock 
Corporation. 

This case came before the Judge on a pre- 
liminary point of law in the action brought 
by Messrs. George Legge and Co., Ltd., roof 
tile manufacturers, of Madeley, Shropshire, 
against the Wenlock Corporation for a 
declaration that a watercourse flowing 
through a mound on their property had be- 
come a sewer, and therefore was maintain- 
able by the Corporation. mee 

It appeared that the plaintiffs were the 
owners of land at Madeley through which the 
watercourse ran for the greater part of its 
length in a covered culvert. us 

e plaintiffs admitted that originally the 
channel was a natural watercourse or 
stream, which ran from Madeley to the River 
Severn, but they asserted that since the 
culvert was constructed by reason of the 
discharge of sewage into it, its status had 
been changed and it became a sewer. 

The liminary point of law raised 
by the ration was that since the passing 
Hf the Rivers Pollution Act, 1876, the water- 
course could not become a sewer by reason 
of the discharge of sewage into it, and that 
it could not, in the circumstances, become 
a sewer within the meaning of the Public 
Health Act, 1875. 
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Tt was admitted that at the date when the 
Rivers’ Pollation Act was passed the water- 
course was a natural stream. 

His lordship, at the conclusion of the

Temperature in a Cellar.

Smr,—The temperature in the cellar is due 
to lack of ventilation in the cellar itself ; 
there is no exit in the cellar for the hot air 
which accumulates. Hot air rises, but only 
so long as it can be displaced by cooler air 
from underneath. In the case in question 
the movement of the air seems to be down- 
wards, which accounts for the muggi 
in the cellar. Improving the ventilation of 
the house will give no t relief; the im- 
proved ventilation must in the cellar, and 
to do this a shaft must be run from the out- 
side air to the lower part of the cellar. This 
should be at least 3 in. in diameter and ma 
be of iron pipe if desired. This will orevtlie 
an inlet for cool air into the cellar and should 
lower the temperature several degrees. 


Rain on a Flat Roof.

Sm,—The noise is due to the flat surface 
acting as a drum under the action of heavy 
rains. A thicker roof and a little more slope 
given in construction might have given an 
improvement.

But failure of ne ry is muc 
more often due to faulty workmanship than 
to any inherent defect in the material, and 
frequently it is ers to ill-usage. Our 
speci ma “Take out two courses 
slates on each side of the centre tter, take 
up and give credit for the sheet lead, renew 
any defective boarding, reform the gutter in 
six pounds sheet lead, and replace the slat- 
ing, using stout copper tingles. Such a 
specification is neither fool-proof nor knave- 
proof, but to the average builder it will make 
clear what it is that the architect sould have 
him do. There is, however, a risk in regard 
to the unknown amount of work that may be 
required (‘ renew any defective boarding *’) 
that is objectionable when found in specifica- 
tions. 


Renewal of Gutters. 

Where gutters of this sort have to be 
renewed, the fault more often than not lies 
in the original use of lead in too long lengths. 
It is not easy to lay down a hard and fast 
rale as to maximum length, but it 1s 
generally accepted amongst good plumbers 
that lead should always be cut across the 
sheet, and so laid that nothing of greater 
1 is required. Lead expands under heat, 
and when cooled is not fully restored, but 
retains some of its growth, and under re- 
newed heating continues to expand or grow. 
Even when it is laid with the utmost care 
there is still bound to be some restraint of 
freedom of movement, and a resistance to 
pull, in one or another direction, that in 
time results in fracture. ig -, me Berg 

the lead gutter we are here dea.

subjected to some other form of wearing 
attack. In earlier times lead was frequently 
laid on oak boards, and in many cases this 
resulted in pitting set up by acid. Deal is 
now usually employed instead of oak, but 
the mistake is sometimes made of specifying 
* sawn boarding” instead of “ wrought to 
thickness, tongued and grooved.” The 

ing and grooving corrects the tendency 
of boards to curl, and so affects the lead. 
On a lead-covered flat that is drying after 
rain, the outlines of the boarding under the 
lead can often be plainly traced, and if the 
boards curl or are of uneven thickness, the 
effect on the lead can be seen in fine weather. 


Cast Sheet Lead. 
In the case of church restoration work the 
ification might have read : “‘ Take up the 
* cast’ sheet lead, melt and re-cast it, 
adding as much virgin lead as will bring it 
up to the i thickness, and re-lay.” 
It is claimed that cast sheet lead will last 
longer than milled lead. J. Wright Clarke 


(in ** Modern Plumbing Practice’) puts it 
thus: ‘‘ Anyone paying visits of inspection 
to the roofs of old buildings, on which sheet 
lead has been used, will probably notice that 
the metal is in very fair condition, even 
though it may be two or three hundred years 
old. There are two reasons for this condi- 
tion : firstly, the lead was cast. . . [and as 
a result] the molecules of cast lead are all 
in the natural positions they assume when in a 
melted condition, and which natural position 
they ‘retain on solidification; whereas with 
modern milled sheet lead all the molecules 
are forced into unnatural positions.’’ To such 
an authority due weight must be given; but 
when it is borne in mind that one of the 
chief achievements of the plumber craftsman 
is that of transferring lead from one part 
to another: by beating it into the required 
position, it follows that disturbance of the 
molecules will have taken place at just such 
points as those at which failure is likely. 
This is unavoidable, and it is hardly worth 
while, save under quite exceptional condi- 
tions, to re-cast sheet lead. 

The estimator being sent up to examine 
the lead gutter, and to price something he 
cannot see—that is to say, the boarding—the 
question that arises is: How far may he go 
in order to arrive at the facts? If he sees 
that the gutter is hollow, is he justified in 
grinding his heel into it in order to test the 
boarding? Presumably the lead is to come 
off, in any event, and not much harm will 
be done. At all events, the writer has for 
many years made a practice of forcing de- 
cayed boarding where he has found it. If 
dry rot is suspected in a skirting and is 
proved with a knife-blade, a vigorous kick 
will reveal it in such a way as to compel 
attention. 


Taking Out and Replacing Slating. 

The accompanying diagram shows how 
slating should be taken out and replaced 
when lead centre gutters are renewed. To 
secure a row of slating with tingles would be 
a very poor job. By taking them up pyra- 
mid fa ml as indicated, only the slate at 
the apex in each case will be tingled. The 
two next slates will be side nailed. Two 
forms of outlet are shown, and that on the 
i is much to be preferred to that on the 
left. The objection to the ‘‘ cesspool ’’ and 
bend form of outlet is that it may easily be 
choked up with leaves, and so be the occasion 
of much damage. 

Centre gutters should always be covered 
with snow-boards, for it is seldom that snow 
melts away before frost has temporarily 
solidified it, and, in the absence = gam 
boards, caused chokage. But were there no 
snow to be dealt with it would still be well 
worth while to put down snow-boards as a 
protection to the lead from the heat of the 
sun, and from damage by traffic should there 
be occasion for workmen to carry out roof 
repairs. Snow-boards should be heavily 
treated with wood preservative, preferably 
applied under pressure. For first-class wor 
they should be of hardwood, and be put 
together with strong copper nails. They 
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should be in comparatively short lengths, so 
that they can be easily handled by one man. 
To take off only sufficient slates to admit 
the new gutter is not always the wisest plan. 
The architect should satisfy himself as to 
the condition of the existing nails which, if 
not of copper, will often be found to be in 
r condition. It is not always understood 
that the nail holes in slates should be slightly 
counter-sunk, and that the heads of the nails 
should rest in the sinkings, so that the slates 
shall not ride, But the head of a slate nail 
is very thin at the edges, and very little 
rust will so reduce it as to permit the slate 
to lift. If the nails are found to be in r 
condition, the roof should be reslated. This, 
however, may open up another difficulty. 
When the old slates are stripped it is 
probable that in many of them the holes will 
be enlarged. The usual practice is to use 
lead washers, but if the slates are thin and 
smooth they will ride. In such circum. 
stances probably the best thing to do is to 
use an additional nail to each slate, the third 
nail being used as in top nailing. In passing. 
to avoid misapprehension, it may said 
that the countersinking is not the outcome 
of a special process but comes about 
naturally by reason of a bit ‘‘ flaking ”’ out 
when the slate is holed. 


Trough Gutters. 

There is another form of gutter used at 
the junction of two roof planes, and some- 
times called a centre gutter. It takes the 
form of a trough, and it may or may not 
have drips in its length. If it has almost 
complete shelter, the effect of heat and cold 
on the movement of the lead is not so severe 
as in the case of the open gutter. At the 
same time such gutters almost invariably 
give trouble and they may be very difficult 
to repair. The ‘‘ handy-man,” who inflicts 
so much damage on buildings, pours pitch 
and tar, or some other composition, into 
them. Sometimes these iongh guiiens are 
used to conduct water to a storage tank 
within the roof space, and for such purposes 
they may be preferred to a pipe on account 
of freedom from choke. They are also some- 
times used as an external eaves gutter form- 
ing a member of a wooden cornice.

The Krishnaraj Sagar Dam, India. 

Irrigation work in connection with the 
Krishnaraj Sagar Dam in Mysore, the second 
largest in India, is shortly to be resumed. 
This announcement, which should be of 
interest to public works contractors and 
lant suppliers, was made by Sir Mirza 
smail, Prime Minister of Mysore, before 
leaving for England. The district affected 
is in the Cauvery branch of irrigation, on 
which work had been suspended owing to 
the reluctance of farmers to take up land 
holdings. Now, however, the land is being 
eagerly taken up, 6,600 acres having been 
accounted for out of a total of. 8, acres 
which have yet to be brought under cultiva- 
tion. Another project, under consideration is 
one for expanding irrigation by pick-up 
channels, in the same tract. The irrigation 
works now represent a total investment of 
nearly 24 million pounds. As against a total 
of 56,000 acres for which water has been made 
available, an aggregate extent of 41,300 is 
now under irrigation, and it is expected that 
this figure will soon reach 50,000.

houses in this country. 

With new houses going up at the rate 
they are, it is only reasonable that the 
vantages of modern progress in heating 
sho be offered by the builders to the 
public as an alternative to old-fashioned 
methods. Otherwise, at the end of the pre- 
sent rgyrsrene: Risso we shall be left. with 
a vast num of so-called modern resi- 
dences all over the country with no better 
means of heating than the grate. All 
appreciate the cheerfulness of an open fire. 
It must, however, be remembered that the 
open grate used in days gone by was vastly 
bigger than those in houses on modern 
estates, which are often inadequate for the 
needs of the room. Economy in fuel must, 
of course, be considered. is is all the 
more reason why public and private housing 
authorities should endeavour to offer in 
their estates some form of central heating, 
since the latter is both efficient and cheap 
to maintain. In council and workers’ houses 
and cottages in particular, if community 
central heating, automatically stoked, were 
rovided, it would save busy housewives end- 
ess labour, and at the same time ensure 
healthy and efficient heating which might 
otherwise be beyond the user's means. 
Public buildings also might well be im- 
proved in this respect. One learns of schools 
which are so cold in winter, despite lar 
fires, that the ink freezes in the inkwells. 
In cases like this the need for central heat- 
ing is so obvious and its installation so 
necessary for the sake of the health of the 
occupants of such oe that it is scarcely 
necessary to labour its advantages.
